Questionable practice by 
AOC could put counties 
at risk, experts say 

Garlan Vanhook, the chief architect 
of the Kentucky court system who has 
overseen $800 million in new court- 
house construction across the state, has 
stepped down from his position with the 
Administrative Office of the Courts 
(AOC). 

Vanhook’s resignation was an- 
nounced after questions about the fail- 
ure of his office to make sure courthouse 
projects are fully insured were raised by 
national experts and the Lexington Her- 
ald- Leader. 

In question: The practice of the AOC 
to allow general contractors to bond only 
5 percent of the value of their work, in- 
stead of the 100 percent required by law. 

In a March 25 letter sent to 35 county 
judge executives, two national surety 
bond organizations said that “question- 
able practices” are being used to insure 
the AOC’s courthouse projects. 

“Obtaining bonds from the construc- 



tion manager at risk for 100 percent of 
the contract price is vital to protect the 
financial of taxpayers,” the letter said. 

An official for Codell Construction, 
which has built or is building 38 of the 
AOC’s 65 new courthouses approved 
since 2000 and bonded many of them at 
roughly 5 percent of the projects’ costs, 
said they had merely been following the 
accepted practice at AOC. 

“That is not normal at all,” said Ed- 
ward Gallagher, general counsel for The 
Surety & Fidelity Association of 
America, who co- authored the letter to 
the judge executives. 

Tommy Gumm, president of Alliance 
Construction, which has constructed a 
number of the courthouses, said his com- 
pany doesn’t need to be insured at 100 
percent because all the sub- contractors 
are bonded separately. In total, he said, 
there is bonding on 100 percent of the 
projects’ costs. 

However, experts say that the law is 
there for a reason: A 100 percent perfor- 
mance bond protects the owner, in this

If that chamber adopts 
it, it will go to Governor Beshear to be 
signed into law. 

“These projects are vital to our com- 
munity and to the region,” Rep. Stacy 
said. “We cannot afford to stand still 
while others are moving forward. These 
projects are our own stimulus plan, and 
will play a key role in helping our 
economy recover.”

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

Over the past 30 days, I have 
enjoyed driving through all of the 
communities in Morgan County 
and writing articles about so 
many of them. There is one more 
community that I must tell you 
about, and it is Maytown, Ky. 

I recommend driving by Paul 
Stamper’s horse farm and down 
into the valley of Maytown. Then 
swing by the Little Opry House, 
and run by Carl and Norma 
Maloney’s. Throughout the year, 
they have plenty of good singing 
from just about anyone who stops 
in. I have been there a time or 
two; they even asked me to sing 
once! 

This community is just out- 
side Ezel. It borders Wolfe 
County and is also close to 
Menifee County. Give Carl a call 
and find out what nights they 
have singing. It is a wonderful 
crowd to be with. You will laugh 
and smile while you are there. Be 
sure to ask Carl to sing “This Old 
House.” 

Now, I must get back to other 
business. The tree removal along 
county and state roads is going 
well. FEMA has been by our of- 
fice to discuss debris removal. 
They have estimated 20,000 cu- 
bic yards of tree debris on state 
roads, and 30,000 cubic yards of 
debris on county roads. On Sat- 
urday, March 7, I drove by the 
site for the tree removal reten- 
tion. The state has already re- 
moved about 7,000 cubic yards 
of materials.

Ratliff and his crews for remov- 
ing debris as quickly as possible. 

Tim Holbrook, a state em- 
ployee, explained how the trucks 
bring in debris. They measure the 
amount, then unload it for further 
processing. 

The county roads should be 
close to being done by the end of 
March, just in time for us to start 
our mowing season. If we have 
missed a road, we will find them 
as we mow and clean them.

car while I went in the house with 
the first man. The first man got 
me in a corner holding a tape 
measure while the second man 
slipped in the back door and took 
the box.” 

Davis noted that he did not 
know the man he invited into his 
home, who appeared to be in his 
40s with a light complexion and 
light brown hair at a height of 
approximately 5’8”-5’10” and 
weight of 160-170 pounds. 

He did not see the face of the 
man who took the safe deposit 
box, which contained several 
personal documents including 
deeds and titles. 

“They probably thought the 
box had money in it,” Davis said. 
“There was no money in the box, 
but the papers in it were impor- 
tant to me - even though they are 
of no value to the people who 
took them.” 

The thieves may have been 
posing as employees of the Gate- 
way Department of Energy and 
Weatherization, which offers en- 
ergy efficient home repairs to its 
clients. 

Gateway Executive Director 
Dennis Gulley said that the 
organization’s energy and weath- 
erization representatives only 
make home visits at the request 
of program applicants. 

“What happened to Mr. Davis 
was most definitely a scam,” 
Gulley said. “Our employees 
travel in official vehicles and 
carry credentials to prove they 
are with Gateway. Applicants 
will also receive advance notifi- 
cation of site visits.” 

Gulley advised the public to 
be suspicious of individuals 
claiming to be energy and weath- 
erization employees if they do 
not meet the above criteria. 

The Kentucky State Police is 
currently investigating the bur- 
glary, as well as a similar inci- 
dent in Rowan County. Anyone

case the county, if a construction 
manager defaults. Under the 
AOC’s practice, the owner could 
only recoup 5 percent of the 
costs. 

Following the resignation of 
Vanhook, who confirmed that his 
brother works for Codell Con- 
struction, Kentucky Chief Justice 
John Minton, Jr., has ordered an 
audit of the courthouse construc- 
tion program. 

“The Administrative Office of 
the Courts will be retaining coun- 
sel with expertise in construction 
law to carry out this intensive re- 
view,” Minton said, adding that 
results of the audit will be made 
public. 

It is not believed that the situ- 
ation will affect plans for a pro- 
posed $18 million justice center 
in West Liberty, for which prop- 
erty acquisition has been ap- 
proved and an architect has been 
hired. A bonding firm has yet to 
be selected and construction bids 
have yet to be advertised for the 
Morgan County facility.

Ezel ‘heroes’ honored with dinner 



The members of the Blackwa- 
ter Volunteer Fire were recog- 
nized with an appreciation din- 
ner on Saturday, March 7. The 
Solid Rock Homemakers of Ezel 
provided the meal to approxi- 
mately 48 people, including 
firefighters and their families. 
Fire department members were 
honored for all their dedication 
and all the hard work in protect- 
ing the citizens of the Ezel com- 
munity. They have been called to 
perform above and beyond the 
call of duty during this difficult 
winter, cutting icy trees, search- 
ing for missing persons, running 
an emergency shelter, in addition 
to fighting fires and helping res- 
cue people. 

During the height of the ice 
story that struck January 27-28, 
fallen trees covered the roads. 
That first night, all of the firemen 
were out in the storm cutting 
trees out of the roads while other 
icy trees fell around them. 
Through their valiant efforts, 
roads were cleared to reach citi- 
zens isolated by the storm. 

The area was without electric- 
ity and many had not gathered in 
food or prepared for such an 
event. The need for a shelter at 
Ezel was great. The volunteers 
stepped up to the challenge and 
kept a Red Cross shelter open for 
10 days. Danny Joe Gevedon 
cooked every mean and 50 to 75 
people ate at each meal. An av- 



erage of 12-15 people stayed at 
the shelter each night, including 
some from Magoffin and Wolfe 
counties, a few of whom required 
electricity to supply their medi- 
cal devices. 

Others came from surround- 
ing areas for hot meals since they 
had no means of cooking at 
home. Jody Oldham and James 
(Jay) Rowland were shelter su- 
pervisors and the other members 
of the fire department stepped up 
to the challenge by checking on 
people stranded in the commu- 
nity, delivering food and helping 
in many other ways. 

Members of the Blackwater 
Volunteer Fire Department also 
help in search and rescue efforts. 
They recently assisted in the 
search for missing Menifee 
County resident, Nicole Van 
Zant. As part of their rescue ef- 



forts, they are often the first re- 
sponders to accidents or medical 
emergencies. About 1:00 a.m. 
Saturday after the appreciation 
dinner they were called to an ac- 
cident and then set up a landing 
zone so the injured party could 
be transported from Ezel by he- 
licopter. This is just one of the 
typical ways the fire department 
members protect our community. 

There is no adequate way to 
show the appreciation that these 
men and women deserve. They 
dedicate their time to attend train- 
ing, work in dangerous condi- 
tions and help others any way 
that they can, all free of charge. 
Next time you see a volunteer fire 
department member, tell them 
that you thank them and do what 
you can to support the efforts of 
these heroes of our communities.

W.L. Airport 
to receive FFA 
Safety funding 

WASHINGTON, DC - U.S. 
Congressman Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (Ky-05) announced today 
that Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion will award an airport im- 
provement grant to the West Lib- 
erty Airport. The $74,100 grant 
will fund a variety of improve- 
ments, including necessary design 
land appraisals to construct a 
regulation runway safety area. 

“This funding is an important 
step to open up Morgan County 
and the surrounding communities 
to additional transportation op- 
tions and will put in place the nec- 
essary plans to expand this impor- 
tant airport and bring it into safety 
compliance,” said Rogers. “In 
these challenging economic 
times, I am delighted to see the 
federal government get behind 
our smaller general aviation air- 
ports, which serve as critical job 
creators and are instrumental in 
attracting businesses to invest in 
our region.” 

With these funds, the airport 
will be able to bring the runway 
safety area up to the most current 
Federal Aviation Administration 
standards. With seven aircraft 
based on the field, all of them 
single engine airplanes, the air- 
port experiences roughly 50 air- 
craft operations per week. Grants 
are awarded through the FAA, a 
division of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation responsible for 
the safety of civil aviation. The 
FAA’s Airport Improvement Pro- 
gram (AIP) provides grants for 
the planning and development of 
public-use airports, including im- 
provements related to enhancing 
airport safety, capacity, security, 
and environmental concerns. 

As a senior member of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, Rogers works to secure fund- 
ing for important initiatives in the 
fifth Congressional District.

Morehead State punches 
ticket to the Big Dance

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - For 
the first time in 25 years, the 
Morehead State University 
Eagles are headed for “The Big 
Dance.” Freshman Steve 
Peterson’s baseline jumper with 
1.4 seconds remaining in a sec- 
ond overtime period gave MSU 
a 67-65 win over Austin Peay in 
the Ohio Valley Conference 
Tournament championship game 
on Saturday, March 7, in the 
Sommet Center. 

Kenneth Faried has his 23rd 
double-double of the season, 
scoring a team-high 15 points 
and pulling down 10 rebounds. 
Demonte Harper had 13 points, 
Maze Stallworth had 12 points 
and Brandon Shingles and Leon 
Buchanan had 11 points each as 
all five MSU starters scored in 
double figures. 

The Eagles (19-15) will now 
have to wait until “Selection 
Sunday,” March 15, to learn their 
NCAA Tournament assignment. 
It will MSU’s first trip to tour- 
nament since the 1982-1983 and 
1983-1984 Eagles made back-to- 
back appearances. 

“This win tonight was not just 
for this basketball team and 
coaching staff,” MSU Coach 
Donnie Tyndall. “It is for all the 
players the past 25 years who 
didn’t get a chance to win the 
OVC Tournament champion- 
ship, and four our great fans at 
MSU, in the Rowan County and 
Morehead community and ev- 
erywhere else who have been so 
supportive over the past three 
years since I’ve been back. 

“This was a great game be- 
tween two teams who played 



hard and made big play after big 
play. Steve (Peterson) has come 
so far his freshman season. He 
just squared his shoulders, rose 
up and hit the biggest spot in a 
long time at MSU.” 

Austin Peay (19-13) got 16 
points each from Drake Reed and 
Wes Channels. The Governors 
led by seven points, 32-25, at 
halftime. They stretched their 
lead to as many as 1 1 points be- 
fore MSU caught up at 55-55 on 
two free throws by Faried with 
2:17 remaining in regulation. 

The Eagles took a 57-55 lead 
on a dunk by Faried with just 
under seven seconds left. But, the 
Governors were able to inbound 
the ball and get it into front court 
where Caleb Brown picked up a 
loose ball and hit a last second 



shot from just left of the lane to 
send the game to overtime. 

Each team scored six points in 
the first overtime period, but nei- 
ther could score in the final 50 
seconds and the contest went to 
a second extra period. 

In the second overtime, 
Shingles scored on a lay-up with 
4:27 left to give MSU a 65-63 
lead. There was no more scoring 
until the Governors tied the score 
at 65-65 on two free throws by 
Reed at the 28 second mark. That 
set the stage for Peterson’s game- 
winner on an assist from 
Shingles. 

Faried, Harper, Reed and 
Channels were joined on the all- 
tournament team by UT Martin’s 
Lester Hudson. Faried was the 
most valuable player.
